The  Port  Sanitary  District  of  Maldon  includes  the  whole 
the  estuary  of  the  Blackwater  and  its  creeks  down  to  a  line 
drawn ^ southward  from  the  East  End  of  West  Mersoa  Island,  and 
to  a  line  drawn  Eastward  from  the  Northern  boundary  of  Tillingham 
Parish*  For  about  four  miles  below  themtown  the  river 
practically  dries  out  at  low  water.  Consequently  only  a  few 
snallow-dr aught  vessels  lie  at  the  quays  at  Maldon  or  in  the 
canal  basin  at  Heybridge.
